Adolph Is Socking On The Surtax 


Through the courtesy of Mr. B. G. Larson of Jersey Shore, 
Penna., we are able to illustrate a large number of new German 
stamps that are as yet unavailable to American Collectors. These 
illustrations however will give one an idea of what may be expected 
when the Nazis are licked and commerce begins to flow out of Ger- 
many as it of course will. Needless to say, most of these stamps are 
very attractive and the one outstanding feature of all of them or at 
least almost every one of these stamps is the heavy surtax for char- 
|ity that has been added to their face value. We will make but brief 
‘comment on the various issues and leave you see them through the 
pictures, Our lack of knowledge of the German language may make 
some of our interpretations inaccurate but we hope to say little 
that is not correct in describing the issues. 

















The first two stamps are airmails issued to celebrate 25 years of 
the German Air Mail Service, 1919-1944, designs are similar although 
one is of upright form, the other horizontal. The first is a 12+ 8pf 
wine red, the second 42+108 deep blue. The other’ stamp is is- 
sued for the same purpose although of entirely different design and 
is a 6+4pf green. 








Here are three typical Hitler stamps, each presumably to cel- 
ebrate a date in the Nazi calendar. The first is wine red, with date 
20 April 1942 at top. 12+38pf. The second is a brown color 54+ 96pf 
and pictures Hitler with the Nazi flag and eagle and bears a date at 
top, “30 January 1944’’. The latter stamp is a pale red, dated “20 
April 1944” and is a 54+96pf value. 





Next is a Polish Occupation issue of the usual General govern- 
ment type. There are three different of these at hand. All have date 
“20 April 1944” at top, the three values are 12 -- 1 ZL green; 24 -- 
1 ZL brown red and 84 -- 1 ZL deep violet. For the next two we 
shall have to make a guess that they are some sort of an issue to do 
with a home garden movement for the girl has a rake on her shoul- 
der and the boy a shovel. Both bear the letters “RAD”, doubtless 
some of our German speaking pecple will tell us if we are right. 
The stamp picturing the girl is a 6 -- 4pf green, the other a 12 -- 8pf 
rose. 











The above three stamps are for Bohemia and Moravia and are 
of the same general type of workmanship. The first a 60 in violet 
pictures a “Meistersinger’, the second in red pictures Richard Wag- 
ner and the value is 1.20, the latter pictures a man at a forge appar- 
ently forging a sword and has the word “Siegfried” in the upper 
right corner, value is 2.50. 




















These latter two stamps are each odd varieties, the first being 
a 6 -- 4 in green. It is inscribed “ALBERTVS VNIVERSITAT” above 
the picture and “KONIGSBERG (PR) 1544-1944” below the picture. 
The latter stamp is unattractive and its value is 3 -- 2, the color be- 
ing an olive buff,

Effective Feb. 5, 1945, Akron, 
Ohio, was scheduled to be added 
to AM-22 (Nashville-Cleveland) 
as a new stop between Cleveland, 
Ohio, and Dayton, Ohio. This 
flight has been pending for well 
over a year, so collectors should 
have been prepared for it. How- 
ever, the original plans called for 
Akron to be served between 
Cleveland and Columbus (Ohio), 
put when the schedule was re- 
Jeased it showed that Akron and 
Columbus were served on alter- 
nate flights and the same flights 
did not serve both points. So, un- 
less something turns up at the last 
minute, covers addressed from 
Columbus into Akron were not 
carried on the first flight. Cov~ 
ers addressed from Akron to Co- 
jumbus were most likely flown 
to Dayton and then flown back 
to Columbus via another plane, 

Since Akron was served by 
American Airways on the old 
CAM-16 (August 1, 1928), there 
are possibilities that this flight

In Most Collections 


Coming from a friend in the 
Army on the other side of the 
world is an envelope with an A.P. 
O. Cancellation that is both un- 
usual and interesting. In sending 
this cover to us our correspondent 
says, “The enclosed envelope was 
given to me by a friend and may 
be of some interest to you as a col- 
lector of A.P.O. cancellations. 
Sorry I had to “censor” out part 
of the address of both the sender 
and the recipient, but I think 
you’ll understand and I am sure 
the base censor would have done 
it anyhow, or even have “lifted” 
the whole envelope, and as it is, 
it’s harmless.” 














“Notice the figures in the circle, 
evidently of local manufacture, 
and it seems to me I read in an 
army newspaper of an outfit that 
had to get a Native Silversmith to 
pound out a set of type for their 
canceller. However I thought it 
was for the dated part, but this 
may be it.” 

We print an illustration of the 
cancellation only which is with 
the wavy lines at right, regular 
machine cancel, but note the A.P. 
O. number which has all the char- 
acteristics of some of the unusual 
numbers we so often note on cer- 
tain foreign stamps. The remain- 
der of the cover is so like any 
other ordinary A.P.O. that there 
is no need for picturing it in its 
entirety.

I 
am able to sit here in my home, 
and yet, as I turn the pages of 
my album I can take an imagi- 
nary trip into jungles and lands 
where people live in homes made 
of mud, etc. 

I can travel up streams and 
meet people of strange origins and 
I can view the hills and country 
and visit kings and queens of the 
different lands which otherwise 
would be impossible to do. I can 
go into the very front lines with 
the boys and know in most cases 
the kind of country over which 
they must travel. I am also able 
to take part in conversations deal- 
ing with foreign lands, and un- 
derstand them because I am a 
stamp collector. It is almost as if 
Iewere walking up the streets in 
England or the Fiji Islands, as I 
view stamps _ showing rulers, 
views, boats and other’ scenes 
common to the lands I visit.

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WHE UNIQUE 1869 IMPERFORATES 


We copy this heading from a contempory publication which gives 
full recognition to this new discovery and accepts the stamps as au- 
thentic imperforates. The stamps in question are offered as a part of 
the Green accumulation in an auction to be held later this month. 

: Elsewhere in this issue we print a letter from Mr. 
John H. Latta, a member of the Bureau Issues As- 
sociation which offers a much more plausible ex- 
cuse for these so called imperforates that has yet 
been given. Common sense, plus the PRESENT 
SOURCE of these stamps should make any one 
who wished to get at the facts skeptical of them. 
Perhaps the so called “expert opinion” as applied 
to the authentication of these stamps is some of the 
same type of expert opinion that has flourished in 
the past, opinion of parties interested in the sale 
of stamps should always be looked upon with 
doubt. Again we see the need of a real expert 
opinion in this country, opinion of real students of 
George W. Linn stamps who are not in any way interested in the 
sale of stamps for profit. We have no objection to dealers proposing 
an opinion but before the same is accepted and recognized as sound 
opinion, a committee of reputable and unimpeachable dyed in the 
wool collectors should be shown all facts and permitted to review 
and question such opinion. 





It is wholly illogical that such stamps as these would turn up 
after 75 years. The source from which they now come is one which 
makes the stamps questionable in the mind of any real stamp man. 
We can not believe that Colonel Green had any secret 
key to any back door at Washington. Old time dealers do know that 
years ago there were floating about at various times many copies of 
early United States stamps which were either too hot or too ques- 
tionable to put on the market and try to sell to any collector who 
was able to think for himself. Even in these modern days there are 
things which fill the same situation and we may not see or hear of 
them until later years, long after the stamps are out of issue, when 
it will be safe for the owners to turn them loose without too much 
fear that their actual origin will be questioned. 


People in New York ought to know much better than we do, for 
instance, about the quantity of stamps of the 3c of the 1861 issue 
that were held in the stock of one of the larger and more prominent 
New York dealers for many years and which were only disposed of 
in the past few years after or about the time that this company dis- 
continued business for other fields. In this lot of material there were 
things that would make the Scott Catalog listing of this stamp look 
ashamed of itself. The man who finally got this material at a price 
which would seem ridiculously low, based on catalog values will 
doubtless scatter it from one end of the country to the other and 
the new owners will marvel at the rare varieties. Judging from what 
we have heard of this material it was simply a lot of printers waste 
which in some way got loose from the printers of those days. 


Such things even happen yet for it was not too long ago that a 
certain dealer bought a bale of waste paper that came from the 
Bureau at Washington and found endless quantities of partly printed 
and finished stamps. When it was learned that this dealer had ac- 
quired the bale of waste, Government agents visited him and asked 
that he give up the material. There was no way they could have 
taken it from him, but he did consent to the return of the material. 


As for the 1869 imperfs we have already remarked that the 
source from which these now turn up is one that should make any- 
one skeptical of the stamps. Colonel Green is now touted in some 
sources as being a great collector. He was just that, a collector, never 
a philatelist or student of his stamps, he collected them like the 
junk paper dealer gathered waste paper. With his unlimited amount 
of money he sailed down Nassau Street in a big highly trimmed 
automobile, dropping into the offices of dealers like an “angel”? from 
the sky, laying thousand dollar bills on their counters and carrying 
away bundles of stamps and albums which he took home and hid 
under the bed or in the closet and much of the material that is and 
has come up in the Green Auctions has probably never been looked 
at by this angel. 


In other words, Colonel green was “fish” for those dealers who 
had anything to unload and its about dollars to doughnuts, that these 
so called 1869 imperfs were some pet lot of material that someone 
had laid aside for the time when opportunity knocked, and what 
better time than when this spender came by on one of his periodic 
stamp buying sprees, 


The man who sold these stamps to Colonel Green certainly 
knows that he sold them and if this man can step forward and give 


any plausible reason or excuse why they were sold to Colonel 
Green and why they were not offered to some of _ the 
well known students of stamps such as Judge Emerson, Charles 


Pack, or Edward S. Knapp, then we will be glad to have those facts 
and if the stamps can be authenticated as the real thing we will be 
glad to know that. 


Do not gather now that we say that all stamps that were bought 
by Colonel Green were questionable. Not so, the bulk of his purchas- 
es were of the finest and choicest material, but with his method of 
buying and his own lack of knowledge of the fine points of the hob- 
by, he was ideal “fish” to get rid of just such items as these so called 
imperfs. 


Any real collector who has handled many of these 1869 stamps 
will be able to show copies that can be trimmed with a margin equal 
to what these stamps sport and we do not think any of the holders 
would try to offer them as imperforates and we fail to see why men 
who hold reputable places in the Philatelic world will lend their 
name to touting material of so questionable a nature as this.

rapidly as the military situation 
permitted. Among the first acts of 
this government were the reopen- 
ing of schools and the re-estab- 
lishment of the postal system. We 
thought you might like to have 
this as a souvenir of the campaign 
of liberation.” 

The stamp as you can see is the 
2c green of the 1941 issue and 
comes from Mr. Clark with the 
information that he received ten 
copies on January 25th, direct 
from the Philippines. Mr. Clark 
states that the stamps appear to 





have been brought out from a 
hidden supply that had been kept 
in the Phillippines as some copies 
show indications of having stuck 
together a bit, having particles of 
gum on their face while others 
have some of the gum picked 
from their backs. 

The source of supply for Mr. 
Clark states that it was very dif- 
ficult to obtain the few that he 
got and this may indicate a very 
limited number available. 

All of the copies which Mr. 
Clark has show the “T” of VIC- 
TORY with a dent or nick in the 
vertical stroke as shown in the 
picture, 

Mr. Clark calls attention to the 

fact that this stamp is one which 
can readily be faked by applying 
a similar surcharge and that it 
will unquestionably be faked. He 
suggests that any dealers or others 
who receive copies of these stamps 
should mark them with an identi- 
fying mark and keep a record of 
their sale. Such an act should be 
of some help in a thwarting any 
attempt at faking the surcharge 
which is in a rather bright green 
ink. Whether handstamped or 
printed, we can not say as we 
have seen but this single copy, but 
it appears that it may be a rubber 
handstamp and all ten copies 
which Mr. Clark has appear iden- 
tical with the defective “T” in the 
word Victory. 
The cover shown is canceled at 
Tacloban and bears a handstamp 
stating that it is a first day cover 
of the Liberated Philippines, mail- 
ed November 8th 1944 and the 
postmark has. the “1944” written 
in with a pen.

from them, for too many U. S. 
collectors have turned thumbs 
down on the old precancels, with 
such vehemence that it will take 
many more years for that name 
to be forgotten as applied to these 
stamps. 

“City Stamps” would have been 
a far better name for that is just 
what they are. There are still 
thousands interested in stamps 
who have so much disregard for

The Story Of The 
Universal Postal Union 





L. N. & M. WILLIAMS 

Nowadays, when sending a let- 
ter abroad entails no more than 
the affixing of a 3d. stamp to the 
envelope, it is hard to realise that 
seventy years ago _ international 
correspondence was both compli- 
cated and expensive. 

Owing to widely differing rates 
in various countries it was often 
difficult if not impossible, to cal- 
culate the amount of postage pay- 
able on letters for each part of 
their journey; and even when the 
rates could be determined it was 
hot always possible to prepay the 
postage over the whole route. 
Added to that were the difficul- 
ties arising from the fact that 
most letters could be sent by one 
of several routes. International 

~~ co-operation was extreme- 

limited, and individual count- 
pa were concerned more with 
assuring that they made the larg- 
est profit, rather than that letters 
should reach their destinations 
easily and swiftly. 

Although a few tentative sug- 
gestions had been made from time 
to time, urging that this state of 
affairs should be improved, one of 
them as early as 1811, it was left 
to an American to take the first 
practical step towards the con- 
clusion of an international postal 
agreement. 

In August, 1862, Montgomery 
Blair, Postmaster-General of the 
United States, suggested that a 
conference should be held to dis- 
@uss ways of bringing about an 
improvement. The meeting took 
place on May 11, 1863, at Paris, 
and the discussions continued un- 
Ril June 8. The delegates of fif- 
teen postal administrations were 
present, and they drew up 31 art- 
icles as a basis upon which future 
conferences were to work. 

Five years were to elapse before

any substantial progress was 
made; then Dr. Heinrich von 
Stephan, the Postmaster-General 
of the North German Confedera- 
tion, outlined a scheme for the 
formation of an international pos- 
tal union. A congress, which it 
had been hoped to hold within the 
following two years, was delayed 
by the Franco-Prussian War, but 
after the conclusion of peace 
Switzerland agreed to invite re- 
presentatives of the world’s postal 
administrations to meet at Berne 
on September 1, 1873. 

Again there was a delay, this 
time because Russia declared 
herself unable to participate ow- 
ing to conventions she had only 
just made; so the conference was 
adjourned until July 1, 1874. At 
the initial meeting subjects of a 
more or less general nature were 
discussed, but in September four 
main principles were adopted:— 

1. That a common regime should 
be accepted throughout the postal 
service of the world, to be regul- 
ated by a treaty. 

2. That the right of transit by 
land or sea should be guaranteed 
by each country to every other 
country. 

3. That the responsibility of pro- 
viding for the transmission of 
mails should rest with the country 
of origin, all the intermediate 
services used by the country to be 
paid for at fixed rates and accord- 
ing to periodical statistics. 

4. That each country should 
keep all its postage collections on 
both paid and unpaid letters, so 





as to dispense with the large 
number of detailed international 
accounts. 


A third meeting was held on 
October 9, 1874. At that a con- 
vention was signed, specifying the 
postal rates between member 
countries of the Union Generale 
des Postes, as it was then styled. 
The rates were fixed at 15 cen- 
times, or its equivalent, for single- 
weight letters, half that amount 
for post cards, and between 5 and 
11 centimes for samples or printed 
matter not exceeding 2 ounces in 
weight. 

At the end of the first sitting of 
this, the inaugural meeting of the 
union, the delegate from Turkey 
arose and lodged a protest against 
the foreign post offices which had 
j been established within the Sul- 
j tan’ s dominions. He urged that 
ithe post offices should be at once 
j abolished, but the president of the 
congress ruled that this was nei- 
ther the place nor time to discuss 
the matter, and was supported by 
the British, French, Austrian and 
German delegates, so that the 
Turkish representative withdraw 
gracefully, while giving vent to 
the hope that his grievance would 
be heard elsewhere. 

There were, in all, fourteen sit- 
tings at the first congress, and it 
was agreed that the provisions of 
the Union should come into force 
on July 1, 1875. Most of the Gov-

The central _illustra- 
tion shows a picture of the fam- 
ous old locomotive “John Bull” 
and the two cars of its train on its 
first trip into Camden, N. J., over 
the Camden and Amboy Railroad 
in 1834. At that time this was the 
longest railroad in the United 
3tates and its completion was a 
natter of great rejoicing. This 
line was built along the east bank 
of the Delaware from Camden to 
Bordentown and then across the 
state to Amboy on the coast. On 
the first trip Engineer Robert 
Buzby brought his train as far 
as Cooper’s creek but could not 
complete his run because the 
bridge at that point was not quite 
completed. He backed his train up 
the Pennsauken creek where 
there was a temporary engine 
house and he stayed with his be- 
loved engine all night to prevent 
it from freezing up. On the fol- 
lowing morning he was notified 
by a messenger, who arrived at 
the engine house by sleigh, that 
the bridge was ready for travel, 
so he hooked the engine up with 
the two-car train and started into 
Camden. He got as far as Haddon 
avenue crossing, now the central 
part of the city, where his pilot 
wheels, out in front of the loco- 
motive, ran off the rails, being 
derailed by frozen mud on the 
crossing. They didn’t prove very 
serious at that time for Buzby 
simply pushed the wheels back in 
place and came on to the Cam- 
den station, below Second street, 
connection with a ferry to Phil- 
adelphia. During the next five 
years many animals were killed

properly gummed (most of the or- 
iginal gum is still on them) and 
unquestionably imperforate, since 
it would be impossible to have 
such large margins on all four 
sides if they had been trimmed.” 
Thus it is apparent from the con- 
text of both statements that the 
“recognized experts” base their 
final conclusion as to the genu- 
inesness of the newly found “im- 
perforates” on the fact of the 
large margins and nothing else. 

It is unfortunate that the so- 
called experts are not given by 
name, but it is my belief that 
any really qualified student of 
the nineteenth century bank note 
issues will immediately recog- 
nize these “imperforates” for 
exactly what they are, i. e., cop- 
ies from the corners of the sheets 
of the regularly perforated 
stamps with the _ perforation 
trimmed off. 

It is a fact well known to col- 
lectors of an earlier generation 
but seemingly forgotten by “rec- 
ognized experts” of the present, 
that stamps of the bank note is- 
sues from the outer margins of 
the sheets were wider or longer 
between perforations than stamps 
from the inside positions. This 
came from the fact that the set- 
ting of the outside perforating 
wheels were allowed to vary 
greatly whereas the inner wheels 
were closely regulated so as to 
follow the lanes between the 
stamps. Thus copies from the 
outer margins of the sheets often 
carried abnormally wide or long 
margins on one side or, in the 
case of the off-centered sheets, 
the margin copy might lie well- 
centered between its margins. 
Copies from the corners of the 
sheets were thus both longer 
and wider than normal copies 
and could readily be trimmed to 
resemble imperforate stamps. 
This of course is the explanation 
of the “boardwalk” margins oc- 
casionally found on the bank 
note issues—they are simply 
well-center corner copies from an 
otherwise off-centered sheet. 

Thus the so-called “imperfor- 
ates” now offered for sale can- 
not be accepted as authentic on 
the basis of their wide margins 
alone as the “recognized experts”’ 
have sought to do, but must be 
substantiated by imperforate 
pairs or blocks yet to be dis- 


covered. If valid, they must 
have existed in full sheets and 
it is quite inconceivable that 


only these few singles have sur- 
vived. Also the inclusion of an 
inverted center of the 24c great- 
ly increases the probability that 
these “imperforates” were fraud- 
ulently produced with an intent 
to deceive, since the variety was 
known shortly after issuance and 
a full sheet of such an_ item 
could hardly have been  over- 
looked for so long a_ period of 
time. 

From the distance it looks like 
a pretty rotten mess which will 
not reflect to the credit of any of 
the “recognized experts” or to 
the Collector’s Club under whose 
auspices these highly question- 
able varieties are to be sold. It 
appears to the writer a matter in 
which the Federal Government 
should take an interest, particu- 
larly if the missing denomina- 
tions should turn up as they un- 
doubtedly will now that the “se- 
cret” of those wonderful wide 
margins has been exposed.

Stock Book 
Every precancel collector 


should have a stock book to keep 
his duplicates in proper shape. 
There are several good _ stock 
books on the market and _ the 
prices are not out of reason. 
With possibly five to ten thous- 
and precancels on my desk not 
filed away “I should talk” but its 
still the truth. You never can 
tell when some one might come 
along and want one of your good 
duplicates and then you can’t 
find it. If it was in its place all 
you need do was turn to it and 
make a deal. I know a dealer 
who has twice as many precan- 
cels as I have and boasts that 
all his stamps are filed in the 
proper place, and the funny part 
about it, they are. If it seems 
to you that the price of a stock 
book is too much or that you 
can’t get just the size or the like 
you might try making one your- 
self. I have made many pages 
for stock books and they are 
very serviceable. I grant you 
they don’t look like the manu- 
factured kind but they do the 
work. Some thin cardboard cut 
to the size you need, some strips 
of perhaps a little lighter mater- 
ial % in., or perhaps a little less 
than that in width and some kind 
of tape to bind the edges. These 
things and a bottle of Le Pages 
glue and you are all set.

This 
line was built along the east bank 
of the Delaware from Camden to 
Bordentown and then across the 
state to Amboy on the coast. On 
the first trip Engineer Robert 
Buzby brought his train as far 
as Cooper’s creek but could not 
complete his run because the 
bridge at that point was not quite 
completed. He backed his train up 
the Pennsauken creek where 
there was a temporary engine 
house and he stayed with his be- 
loved engine all night to prevent 
it from freezing up. On the fol- 
lowing morning he was notified 
by a messenger, who arrived at 
the engine house by sleigh, that 
the bridge was ready for travel, 
so he hooked the engine up with 
the two-car train and started into 
Camden. He got as far as Haddon 
avenue crossing, now the central 
part of the city, where his pilot 
wheels, out in front of the loco- 
motive, ran off the rails, being 
derailed by frozen mud on the 
crossing. They didn’t prove very 
serious at that time for Buzby 
simply pushed the wheels back in 
place and came on to the Cam- 
den station, below Second street, 
connection with a ferry to Phil- 
adelphia. During the next five

QUESTIONS 1869 IMPERFS 
AS THE REAL THING 


Continued From Page 1 





properly gummed (most of the or- 
iginal gum is still on them) and 
unquestionably imperforate, since 
it would be impossible to have 
such large margins on all four 
sides if they had been trimmed.” 
Thus it is apparent from the con- 
text of both statements that the 
“recognized experts” base their 
final conclusion as to the genu- 
inesness of the newly found “im- 
perforates” on the fact of the 
large margins and nothing else, 

It is unfortunate that the so- 
called experts are not given by 
name, but it is my belief that 
any really qualified student of 
the nineteenth century bank note 
issues will immediately recog- 
nize these ‘“imperforates” for 
exactly what they are, i. e., cop- 
ies from the corners of the sheets 
of the regularly perforated 
stamps with the _ perforation 
trimmed off. 

It is a fact well known to col- 
lectors of an earlier generation 
but seemingly forgotten by “rec- 
ognized experts” of the present, 
that stamps of the bank note is- 
sues from the outer margins of 
the sheets were wider or longer 
between perforations than stamps 
from the inside positions. This 
came from the fact that the set- 
ting of the outside perforating 
wheels were allowed to vary 
greatly whereas the inner wheels 
were closely regulated so as to 
follow the lanes between the 
stamps. Thus copies from the 
outer margins of the sheets often 
carried abnormally wide or long 
margins on one side or, in the 
case of the off-centered sheets, 
the margin copy might lie well- 
centered between its margins. 
Copies from the corners of the 
sheets were thus both longer 
and wider than normal copies 
and could readily be trimmed to 
resemble imperforate stamps. 
This of course is the explanation 
of the “boardwalk” margins oc- 
casionally found on the _ bank 
note issues—they are simply 
well-center corner copies from an 
otherwise off-centered sheet. 

Thus the so-called “imperfor- 
ates” now offered for sale can- 
not be accepted as authentic on 
the basis of their wide margins 
alone as the “recognized experts” 
have sought to do, but must be 
substantiated by imperforate 
pairs or blocks yet to be dis- 
covered. If valid, they must 
have existed in full sheets and 
it is quite inconceivable that 
only these few singles have sur- 
vived. Also the inclusion of an 
inverted center of the 24c great- 
ly increases the probability that 
these “imperforates” were fraud- 
ulently produced with an intent 
to deceive, since the variety was 
known shortly after issuance and 
a full sheet of such an_ item 
could hardly have been  over- 
looked for so long a_ period of 
time. 

From the distance it looks like 
a pretty rotten mess which will 
not reflect to the credit of any of 
the “recognized experts” or to 
the Collector’s Club under whose 
auspices these highly question- 
able varieties are to be sold. It 
appears to the writer a matter in 
which the Federal Government 
should take an interest, particu- 
larly if the missing denomina- 
tions should turn up as they un- 
doubtedly will now that the “se- 
eret” of those wonderful wide 
margins has been exposed.

Stock Book 

Every precancel collector 
should have a stock book to keep 
his duplicates in proper shape. 
There are several good _ stock 
books on the market and _ the 
prices are not out of reason. 
With possibly five to ten thous- 
and precancels on my desk not 
filed away “I should talk” but its 
still the truth. You never can 
tell when some one might come 
along and want one of your good 
duplicates and then you can’t 
find it. If it was in its place all 
you need do was turn to it and 
make a deal. I know a dealer 
who has twice as many precan- 
cels as I have and boasts that 
all his stamps are filed in the 
proper place, and the funny part 
about it, they are. If it seems 
to you that the price of a stock 
book is too much or that you 
can’t get just the size or the like 
you might try making one your- 
self. I have made many pages 
for stock books and they are 
very serviceable. I grant you 
they don’t look like the manu- 
factured kind but they do the 
work. Some thin cardboard cut 
to the size you need, some strips 
of perhaps a little lighter mater- 
ial % in., or perhaps a little less 
than that in width and some kind 
of tape to bind the edges. These 
things and a bottle of Le Pages 
glue and you are all set. A little 
experimenting and results should 
be quite satisfying. If you have

Decide On The Design 
For Red Cross Stamp 


The above heading is ours but 
the following is from the column 
of James Waldo Fawcett in the 
Washington Star. 

“The Red Cross blood plasma 
stamp continues to be lost in the 
mazes of Post Office Department 
procedures and routines. At least a 
dozen different designs have -been 
prepared, discussed, revised, again 
debated—and now are “being con- 
sidered.” The wash drawing by 
Edward R. Grove, which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is reported to have 
admired, still is in the running, 
but two sketches by J. Franklin 
Whitman, an artist on the staff of 
the Red Cross publicity organiza- 


petition with it.” 

“What is most difficult to un- 
derstand, however, is the depart- 
ment’s insistence that the name of 
the American Red Cross must not 
appear on the projected stamp. 
Mr. Grove’s drawing was photo- 
graphed and the inscription elim- 
inated from it, and Mr. Whitman 
was instructed to omit the words 
from his productions. The result 
is the equivalent of ‘Hamlet” 
without the Prince of Denmark. 
One critic likened it to a dollar 
bill with the phrase “The United 
States of America” blacked out.” 

It’s a shame that this stamp is 
not ready now. The Red Cross 
War Fund Drive is on but one 
would believe that our Officials 
in Washington did not know it. 
This stamp issued now would 
have been a splendid advertise-
